THE COURT MEASURES UP 


The supreme court’* TV A ruling should silence some 
of the orators who have been ranting about It* a u­ 
thority. There ha* been no better ex am ple of w hat Is 
m eant by a governm ent of laws than the co urt’s 
procedure In the TV A case. 
It ruled that the federal governm ent can sell elec­ 
trical energy produced on Its property by w ater power 
from dam s constructed for navigation control and 
national defense. The court did not attem pt to rule 
on the general policy entailed In the Tennessee valley 
project. T hat question was not involved. 
In short, the court gave an 
o pinion on a specific 
case, not on a general policy. It based its opinion on 
law, not on the belief of It* members. 
Fortunately, 
the law could be Interpreted so clearly a* to m ake a 
decisive opinion possible. The ruling was a dem on­ 
stration of procedure which will help m any Am ericans 
to understand how the suprem e court operates. 
If It functioned the way some of its critics say it 
doe*, the court would have given an opinion on the 
propriety of the new deal’s electric power policy. T hat 
point was not involved, as the ruling plainly shows. 
N either was the policy of Tennessee valley develop­ 
m ent a* a who’e Involved. Those are popular Issues. 
Until they come before the suprem e court In the form 
of actual cases, they cannot be touched by the court. 
Tile question of governm ental encroachm ent on the 
rights of the private power industry and other private 
industries rem ains to be answered. It ha* been mad** 
plain that President Roosevelt intends to use federal 
authority and funds to control and in some instances 
to displace private enterprise in production and sale 
of electrical energy. T he lim its of hLs policy and the 
policy of later adm inistrations will be determ ined by 
ex pression of popular Judgm ent through the legis­ 
lative branch of the governm ent. 
Obviously, it is the Roosevelt adm inistration’s plan 
to crowd ex isting constitutional lim its a* far as possi­ 
ble. However, until a specific case ba*ed on the le­ 
gality of tha t plan arises, the suprem e court cannot 
and will not give its opinion. A governm ent of laws 
can be he’pful as well as em barrassing to aduilnistva-1
